GHOSTS 


They Appear at the House 
of Jose Mascarel. 


TH E NEIGHBORHOOD 
AKOUSED. 


T heories as to 
th e C ause—T h ree 
N ights of V isitations—The 
R ap p in g s Cease. 


The people who live in the vicinity of 
Lazard and Amelia streets have been 
very much exercised in mind during the 
last few days over the appearance of a 
ghost at the house of Jose Mascarel, No. 
99 Lazard street. There is a good deal 
of a story coDnected with the affair, and 
from the accounts given by the people 
who know Mr. Maecarel and his family 
pretty well, it contains some highly sen­ 
sational elements. 
Everybody knows who Jose Mascarel 
is, as he lacks but little of being one of 
the oldest settlers of this city. 
He came 
to Los Angeles in 1844, and soon became 
prominently identified with the public 
interests. 
In 1865 he was elected Mayor, 
and before and after that time served as 
a member of the Common Council. 
He 
is at present one of the directors of the 
Farm ers and Merchants Bank, is the 
owner of several blocks of property, and 
is supposed to be worth somewhere in 
the neighborhood of half a million 
dollars. 
Mascarel is now 73 years of age, and 
althongh still hale aud hearty, cannot be 
expected to enjoy many more years of 
life. The question of where his property 
is to go has agitated his rolatives and the 
friends of the family for some time. He 
is now living with his second wife. 
By 
the first he had two daughters and a son. 
The daughters are both married, one of 
them being the wife of Dan Lynch, 
formerly a member of the police force of 
the city. 
Last Monday night about 9 o’clock, 
when Maecarel and his wife had retired 
and the house was perfectly quiet, three 
loud and distinct raps suddenly made 
themselves heard on the door at the rear 
of the house. 
Tbe arrangem ent of 
rooms is best shown by the accompany­ 
ing diagram :

In the ap.irtment marked “ Sleeping 
Room,” Mascarel and hie wife live. Back 
of it is a kitchen, with a window which 
commands the porch. 
Through tbe 
middle of the house runs a hall, with 
which the sleeping room connects. The 
door at which the rapping was heard was 
at the rear end of this hall, and leads to 
a porch of some width, perhaps five feet. 
From the porch, stairs lead down to the 
back yard. 
The back door had been closed and 
locked, and outside of it was a screen 
door, which was hooked on the inside. 
Mr. Mascarel describes the sound as 
being like th a t which would have been 
qccasioned by the door slamming vio­ 
lently three times in quick succession. 
He instantly jumped out of bed and went 
through th e hall to the door. 
“ W ho is 
there?” be called. 
Getting no answer, he opened the inner 
door, and was surprised to.tind no one on 
the porch. 
He unfastened the screen- 
door and stepped out. The moon lighted 
up the yard quite plainly, but there was 
no one to be seen. 
R ather at a loss to 
account for the occurrence, he closed and 
locked the two doors again and returned 
to his bedroom. 
THE B A P S REPEATED. 
Hardly had he lain down when the 
same performance was repeated, this 
time more loud and distinct and a greater 
number of tim es. The final thum p made 
tbe windows rattle and aroused every­ 
body about the house. 
Being rather more on his guard this 
time, the old m an reached the door and 
bad them both open in an instant. The 
distance from where his bed stands to tbe 
door is only a few steps, and he was sure 
that he m ust have been in time to have 
caught the person, if hum an being it 
was that had struck the door, but again 
there was no one to be seen. 
“This begins to look very queer,” 
said he to his wife; “ I will leave‘the in­ 
side door open this time, aud will then 
surely be able to find out who is doing 
the ranping.” 
He returned to the bed and waited. 
Ten or fifteen minutes passed, and then 
the uproar was repeated. This time Mr. 
Mascarel got to the door and was out 
upon tbe porch before the sound ceased, 
yet there was no sign of any human 
agency. 
No further manifestations appeared 
that night. 
In the morning, when the 
matter was talked over, the wife and all 
his children declared their positive be­ 
lief that spirits had beset the house in 
the hope of giving some sort of a warn­ 
ing or delivering some kind of a message 
to Mr. Mascarel. 
The old Frenchman, 
however, was very skeptical. H e had 
had 
a good deal of 
experience in 
his 
seventy-three 
years 
of 
life, 
but a spook had never yet crossed his 
path. On th9 other hand he was quite 
unable to imagine 
any cam e which 
should prompt any person to deliberately 
attempt such a trick. 
He suspended 
judgment and waited. 
Tuesday night the family retired a lit­ 
tle earlier than the usual time, and by 
half past eight were in bed. At a little 
after that time, in precisely the same 


manner as the night before the rapping 
began. 
AROUSED THE N E IG H B O R S . 
This time it was so loud that it aroused 
several of the neighbors who had heard 
of tbe strange 
occurrence of Monday 
night and were half expecting that some­ 
thing would happen. 
“ Rap, rap, rap,” came the knocks,and 
again tbe old gentlemen hurried to the 
door in the hope of getting a solution to 
the mystery. 
I t was the same story. 
“ Darkness there and nothing more.” 
Mr. Mascarel began to wonder if there 
might not be something in his children’s 
theory of spirits after all. 
He went back 
to his room 
and the manifestations 
continued. 
His wife, who had taken a 
position by the window in the kitchen 
from which the back door could be 
plainly seen, reported that 
she had 
watched while several rappiDgs took 
place and had seen no one. Several of 
the neighbors came 
into the house, 
listened and heard the noises. 
The 
rappinge never came while any one was^ 
standing directly before the door, buff 
the moment that the coast was clear to 
the distance of several feet from the 
threshold, sudden 
blows 
made 
the 
screen door tremble. 
One of th e women 
who had come into 
the houee and 
who was full of the belief th at it was a 
spirit called out demanding the name 
and the purpose of the author of the 
noiees. 
No answer came except in­ 
creased rappings. 
Another neighbor, a 
man, stole around in th e back yard 
within eight of the door, and he declared 
to those within the houee on his return 
th at immediately after one succession of 
raps he had seen a strange-looking black 
object glide down tbe stairs and disap­ 
pear in the shadow of the house. 
W ednesday during the day Mr. Mas­ 
carel found himself very much annoyed 
by the questions that kept asking them ­ 
selves in his mind. 
WAS IT A SPIRIT, 
And if so, what did it w ant? 
Or was it 
some kind of a trick which was being 
played on him ? 
His suspicions rather 
centered on the latter explanation, and 
falling in with an old member of the 
police force with whom he was ac­ 
quainted, he narrated the circumstances 
to him . 
The latter individual, being of 
a very matter-of-fact turn of m ind, took 


d o stock whatever in the supernatural 
theory, and was confident that Borne hu­ 
m an agency was concerned in the per­ 
formance. 
That evening two officers, 
Dorsey and Harvey, were detailed to 
maintain a strict watch 
around the 
houBe, and learn, if possible, w hat was 
the matter with the back door. 
In the meantime certain members of 
the family kept urging the spiritualist 
explanation upon the old man, and sug­ 
gested that he had better consult a me­ 
dium and learn what the residents of the 
shades wanted him to do. One ef the 
neighbors—a lady—went so far as to take 
it upon herself to make a trip over to the 
E ast Side and to talk with a female ex­ 
ponent of epookery. The seeress allowed 
that something was rotten in the state of 
Lazard street, and the matter had better 
be looked into immediately. It wae not 
impossible that the old gentleman was 
about to finish his life, and these visita­ 
tions were warnings to that effect, and a 
suggestion that he should make his will, 
and make :t right. 
She offered to ex­ 
plain all the raps—for a consideration— 
but Mr. Mascarel declined to send for 
her. 
MR. MASCAREL’S BELIEF. 
The fact íb that he had hit upon an ex­ 
planation of his own, granting th at the 
supposition was a correct one that it was 
a spirit who was doiDg the pounding on 
th e door. A week ago last Tuesday Mrs. 
Trinidad 
S. 
St. Denis died, 
leav­ 
ing moat of her property to her chil­ 
dren, with her old friend Jose Mas­ 
carel as executor. £very one thought 
that 
her 
husband 
had 
not 
re­ 
ceived quite 
the attention 
in 
the 
document which he had reason to ex­ 
pect, and it was hinted that just before 
sbe died Mrs. St. Denis came to that 
conclusion herself, and expressed the 
regret that she had not made a rather 
different disposal of the property. Sbe 
died with thiB thought, Mascarel firmly 
believes, upon her conscience; and thus, 
instead of accounting for the appearance 
of the ghoete by any theory about the 
other world being dieeatistied with tbe 
terms of bis will, ne referred the whole 
m atter to the accounts of Mrs. St. Denis. 
W hat more probable that when her 
spirit came to look back upon w hat had 
been one of the last acts of its fidBhly 
babiliament it should loDg to return to 
earth and warn the executor of the 
estate of the change of purpose? 
Secure in this conviction, the old man 
waited for the developments of Wednes­ 
day night. 
He felt th at he had the sit­ 
uation in good shape, whatever might 
happen. 
With two police officers to 
watch for the agent if it were all a piece 
of trickery, and with a thoroughly satis­ 
factory explanation in his own mind to 
fall back upon in case it should turn out 
to be a real manifestation of spirit power, 
the old gentleman went to bed with a 
contented mind. 
In the meantime Officers Harvey and 
Dorsey, hidden in the bushes at one side 
of the houBe, their presence unknown to 
all the inm ates of the house save Mas­ 
carel himself, waited for the rapping to 
begin. 
About 9 o’clock the noiso was 
heard loud and distinct, and the officers 
started op out of the bushes. No one 
was to be seen. They concealed them ­ 
selves again 
somewhat 
nearer 
and 
waited, confident that the performance 
would be repeated. It was dark around 
the door, and nothing could be seen from 
the distance at which they were situated. 
Now the knocking began again, this 
time so uproariously loud that it startled 
the neighbors about, and a num ber of 
them came running into the yard. Up 
sprang the officers and bolted for the 
door. 
THE HAN IN BLACK, 
As 
they 
came 
near, 
a 
tall 
man 
dressed in black, 
with 
long 
white whiskers, ran down the steps 
and around the side of the house. 
One 
of the officers made a grab at his arm 
and almost succeeded in catching him . 
The m an turned with a fierce curse, and 
uttering some words in the French 
langnage, darted off among the trees 
and bushes and made his escape. 
In 
the meantime fifty or a hundred people 
scattered about the vard, and many of 
them had entered the house. The neigh­ 
borhood had been thoroughly aroused. 
The officers waited until quiet was re­ 
stored, and then took their departure, 
believing that the ghoet.which was noth­ 
ing less than Borne kind of a villain or 
trickster of very human characteristic* 
(ghosts, as a rale, not using vulgar 
words), would not appear again that 
night. It so turned out. No more rsp- 
pings were heard until the milkman 
tried his hand early in the morning. 
Yeeterday the ghost at Jole Msscarel’s 
boose was the 
one absorbing 
topie 


of 
conversation 
in 
the 
250 
fam­ 
ilies within a radius of two blocks 
of 
the 
corner 
cf 
Lazard 
and 
Amelia streets. 
Some people thought 
that it waB a real spirit come to haunt 
the old man or his residence, and there 
was mnch speculation as to its portent. 
There were m any others who m aintained 
that the daughter and son and the sons- 
in-law , or at least somebody in the fam­ 
ily, waB putting up a scheme to frighten 
the old m an into changing his will. 
Bat 
if that was the plan entertained by the 
designer of the entertainm ent, it is very 
evident that it was a failure. 
The old 
m an did not scare. 
IT CAME NOT AGAIN. 
Last night everybody was on the tip­ 
toe of expectation. 
The houee was sur­ 
rounded by groups of people a t a little 
distance away, watching the windows 
and tbe back door. 
Several special offi­ 
cers were located at different points, 
ready to jum p out and catch the operator 
if he should try his hand again. 
Bat 
the worst thing about ghosts is that 
when they are watched for they will 
not come. 
About 10 o’clock the neigh­ 
bors got tired and went to bed. 
The 
watchers rem ained at their posts, bat 
nothing happened. 
In the course of the afternoon a yonng 
man of respectable appearance called at 
the house and asked to hear about the 
ghosts, claiming to know n o t* little 
about the business, in fact being some­ 
thing of a medium himself. 
H e was 
afforded a full statem ent of all th at had 
taken place. 
On his departure he was 
warmly urged to come back in the 
evening and watch so as to interpret by 
his supposed supernatural powers, the 
rappings in case any should occur. 
He 
did not return, however, and the reason 
thereof was th is : He was a reporter of 
this paper and adopted this method of 
obtaining an entertaining piece of news.

Street S p rin k lin g a n d G a rb a g e C o l­ 
le ctio n D iscussed. 
The Board of H ealth met last evening 
in the M ayor's office, Messrs. H azard, 
Davisson, H agan and 
H ealth Officer 
MacGowan present. 
A dem and of S. 
M. Perry for $24.90 on account of repairs 
on 
fire 
hydrants 
was 
presented. 
The 
work, it 
appears, 
was 
done 
on 
orders from the 
Supply 
Com­ 
mittee, 
and 
the 
demand was 
re­ 
ferred to Dr. McGowan to ascertain 
whether the am ount 
Bhould 
stand 
against the Fire 
Departm ent or the 
Board of H ealth. 
Jam es B. Boutier 
petitioned for the removal of a sprink­ 
ling hydrant from the corner of Bellevue 
avenue and Montreal street. 
It leaked, 
making a pool of water in Iront of his 
property, which is on low ground. 
A petition was received from Wm. E. 
Howell, asking th at provision be made 
for the removal of garbage from tbe alley 
in the rear of his residence on Figneroa 
street, near Pico street. Considerable 
discussion was indulged in by the mem­ 
bers of the board as to the disposition of 
the garbage. Mayor Hazard suggested 
that additional wagons be put on. 
He 
thought it would be better to cut down 
the police force, and take the amount 
saved thereby and use it to secure ad­ 
ditional force for the removal of garbage 
than to keep the present num ber of offi­ 
cers and leave garbage and filth accum­ 
ulate throughout the city. 
The discussion took another turn by 
bis honor bringing np tbe m atter of 
sprinkling the paved 
streets 
in the 
center of the city. H e said he thought 
it unnecessary to keep the wagons con­ 
stantly at work putting water on the 
streets. The water stands in pools and 
soon rots the pavement. The members 
of the board agreed with the M ayer, and 
after considering the matter for some 
time, they concluded to take the carts off 
of one street as an experiment. 
Accord­ 
ingly Mayor Hazard moved that the 
sprinkling carts be taken off Fort street 
temporarily, and the money saved there­ 
from used to have the street swept more 
frequently. 
Tne California W arehouse Company 
and other property owners on Beventh 
street petitioned to have that thorough­ 
fare sprinkled between Alameda street 
and the Los Angeles river. The petition 
was ordered filed. 
A petition was received from R. G. 
Al wens, for permission to erect a watering 
trough at the corner of 8eventh and Re­ 
gent streets. On motion permission was 
granted. 
H ealth Officer MacGowan reported 647 
nuisances abated during the lost month. 
D iphtheria existed to the extent of five 
cases; 104 births were reported, which 
exceeded the deaths by forty-four. 
A plan was presented by the H ealth 
Officer for draining the low ground at 
Second and Olive streets, on which a 
pond forms during the winter. The mat­ 
ter was informally discussed, and went 
over without any action being taken. 
, 
The H ealth Officer applied for and was 
granted ten days’ leave of absence. 
The board then adjourned. 


H oard off Supervisors. 
The Board of Supervisors yesterday 
rescinded its action in regard to reducing 
salaries of the depnty tax collectors, 
and the salaries were restored to $100 
per month. 
Tax Collector P latt was granted six­ 
teen deputies for September at $100, with 
the understanding that th ii salary will 
be reduced in October. 
The resignation of F. H. Clark as a 
member of the County Boaffi of Educa­ 
tion was accepted. Mr. Clark goes to 
8an Francisco to accept a position in the 
High School of that city. 
The petition requesting that Humane 
Officer W. V. W right be placed on the 
pay roll at $40 per m onth was tabled. 
A w arrant was ordered drawn for 
$476.27 in favor of 8. Fox for work sn 
the Azusa bridge. 
The charges against the El Monte 
Health Officer were dismissed, th G accus­ 
ing witness, Dr. Lowry, failing to appear.

Dr. H . P. Fresius, the cocaine fiend, 
is again in the City Prison.

been rooming at 157 South Spring street, 
aud last evening at 11:15 o’clock raised 
quite a disturbance at tbe house, and 
ran out in the street in his nightshirt.

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LIGHT OH THE WINE SYNDICATE.

The affairs of the great California wine 
and fruit growing syndicate, known as 
the "L. J. Rose & Co., Limited,” are ex­ 
citing more and more anxiety among the 
numerous shareholders of that organiza­ 
tion. To get still further particulars 
about the history of the formation of the 
company which is creating so much talk 
in financial circles just now, a visit was 
made yesterday to Mr. W. M. Adams, 
one of the shareholders most active in 
bringing about an investigation of the 
California scheme. This is the story of 
its formation: 
In 1885, during the great land boom in 
California, Mr. L. J. Rose decided to put 
his orange groves and wine-growing es­ 
tate into the market. It was called the 
Bunny Slope, and was situated about ten 
miles from Los Angeles, near the base of 
the Sierra Madre mountains. There 
were 1,950 acres in the tract. In setting 
forth the numerous advantages of the 
estate the prospectus said: 
The Ban Gabriel station, on the main line ol 
tke Southern Pacific railway, 1b about two 
mllee from the center of the oatate. Recently 
the Loe Angeles and Ban Gabriel railway has 
been constructed through, and a station opened 
on the northern portion of the property, in con­ 
sequence of whloh there Is a demand for build­ 
ing sites at good prices. The acreage now in 
vineyard is about 750 fccrcs, two-thirds o t 
which are in full bearing. About 155 acres 
are plauted with orangea and lemons, twenty 
acres with miscellaneous fruit trees, and 1,­ 
025 acres are In pasture, grain and park. The 
firoperty also comprises a wine honse and cel­ 
ar 112 feet by 165 feet, distillery capable of 
turning out about 2,000 gallons of grApe 
brandy per day, a winery, crashing machinery, 
horses, a three-story fermentlng-room, press 
and grape machinery capable of delivering 200 
tona of grape j nice into vats, with a capacity of 
560,000 gallons; (team power, together with 
workingmen’s cottages, muies, and agricul­ 
tural Implements, 
Aa a preliminary Mr. Rose sought the 
assistance of Mr. Mortimer, the British 
Consul at Los Angeles, and engaged him 
to write a report on the estate. He did 
so, and the document was given to a man 
named Bowe, an American, who was to 
promote the enterprise. He came to 
London and visitéd Mr. John Puleston 
before he became Sir John Puleston. He 
thought well of the scheme, and formed 
a syndicate to purchase the property and 
put it on the market. Messrs. Ashurst, 
Morris A Co., solicitors in behalf of the 
company, commissioned Mr. Batten, a 
London barrister, to go to Los Angeles 
and verify the report made by the British 
Consul. After making what was sup­ 
posed to be a thorough investigation, he 
corroborated the report, and estimated 
that the vineyards and orange groves 
would yield £35,000 a year. The reports 
were so satisfactory that the property 
was at once purchased for £160,000 in 
cash and £150,000 in fully paid up shares. 
At the first ordinary general meeting 
held last year, there were not only no 
dividends, but there was a deficit of 
£2,000, of which $1,300 went for di­ 
rectors’ fees. Inquiries were then in­ 
stituted by some of the shareholders, 
and several facts brought to light. 
First—That Mr. Mortimer’s report was 
not unbiased and disinterested. It was 
elicited from the directors that £2,000 
had been offered by Roee, the original 
owner of the estate, to the Consul con­ 
tingent upon the sale. 
Second—That he had informed Mr. 
Batten as much in August, 1886, as the 
only authorized agent of the company 
with whom he came in contact, of whom 
he had knowledge previous to the sale of 
the property to the company. 
Third—That Mr. Mortimer had in hii 
aforesaid report placed a valuation of 
£140,000 on the property, which valua­ 
tion was omitted by the directors, both 
in the portion quoted in the prospectus, 
and also in the document purporting to 
be a complete version of the report as 
published by them. 
No meeting has been called this year, 
and no accounts rendered for the year 
1888. Many of the shareholders, several 
t>f whom are connected with the Stook 
Exchange, are of the opinion that the 
circumstances require the appointment 
of a committee of investigation.

We 
are also in possession ot certain well authenti­ 
cated facts tending, we regret to Bay, not only 
to throw doubt upon the buslneas-llke character 
of the present management, but also to bring 
into grave question the good faith with which 
the purchase of the estate waa conducted. And 
we refer more particularly to the omission 
from the report of Mr. Consul Mortimer, issued 
with the prospectus, of the fact that he had 
valued the property at only £140,000. Had 
this valuation been disclosed to the share­ 
holders, the price of £100,000 in cash and £150,­ 
000 In fully paid up Bharea would never have 
been given by the company. Mr. Mortimer 
has declared upon oath that it wsb contained 
in his original report, though no trace of it Is to 
be found either In the portion quoted in the 
prospectus, or in the docum ent purporting to 
be a complete version of that report which was 
published by the directors. 
Under these circumstances, we eonsider It 
essential that a committee of shareholder! 
should be appointed to investigate and report 
upon the truth of Mr. Consul Mortimer's state­ 
ment, the facta connected with the purchase of 
the property, and the general condition and ad­ 
ministration of the estate; and to consider 
what measures should be adopted with a view 
to obtaining in the future more remunerative 
results.

It ia our Intention, accordingly, to move at 
the ensuing meeting for the appointment of 
anch committee; and we would «aruestly re­ 
quest of you to attend. If possible, in person, or 
should you he prevented from appearing, at all 
events to refrain from giving your proxy to any 
who is not prepared to assist in obtaining a 
complete Investigation of the present uns&tis- 
factoiy condition of affairs.

S e v er a l im p r o v e m e n t* In C o n te m ­ 
p la tio n b y th e C o n n e ll. 
The Board of Public WorkB yesterday 
took its regular trip about the city to 
look into the petitions which are to come 
before it today. 
The first place visited 
was Orange street, which is now bein g 
graded from Pearl street west. 
Daring 
the course of the grading the Nichols 
ditch pipe was uncovered. 
It had not 
been laid deep enough in tbe first in­ 
stance, and will now have to be lowered 
and redipped. 
The property owners on Hope street, 
between Washington and 
Pao eco 
streets, asked permission to grade their 
own street. The work has already com- 
me Seed, and the board will proba bly 
recommend that the required permiasion 
be granted. 
It wlp inform ally decided to order the 
north p \e of 
eueet graded, 


from Figueroa street west. It appears 
that one half of the street was graded, 
but the property owners on the north 
side have neither graded or sidewalked 
their portion of the street. 
Ma}le street at present is a "blind 
street,” that is, it has but one entrance 
and exit, which is at the intersection of 
Washington street. It is separated from 
Ellis avenue by one lot and it is proposed 
to purchase this and open the street. An 
ordinance fixing the district of assess­ 
ment will probably be presented on Mon­ 
day to the Council. 
The proposition to open Los AngeleB 
street from Seventh street to Jefferson 
was looked into, and the board drove 
over the proposed line. Several houses 
will have to be moved, and the opening 
of the street will be quite expensive; but 
if the project is carried through, Los 
Angeles street will be a fine driveway 
eighty feet wide. The matter of opening 
the street is as yet undecided. 
OUR EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 


REDONDO. 


Private and Public Schools of all 
«rade* In Los Aúpele*. 
The schools and colleges of this sec­ 
tion are all opening their doors to pupils 
for the fall session. The public schools 
will be about the last of all to get to 
work. They will not open until the last 
day of this month, which falls upon a 
Monday. This is a great mistake, and 
many parents complain bitterly that 
their children are obliged to go un­ 
schooled for three months, whereas two 
months, or, indeed, eight weeks net va­ 
cation would be ample. 
The Normal School is already in ses­ 
sion, and while the school is not crowded 
yet, it will be overcrowded in a few 
weeks when all the pupils get in from 
the country. 
The private schools and colleges of 
this section are many; they cover all 
frades and represent all shades of re- 
igions opinion. The University of South­ 
ern California is 
the 
oldest ef 
them all, probably, and it is always well 
attended. It is a richly endowed insti­ 
tution from a financial point of view, 
and it has ramifications of all sorts in 
many parts of Soathern California. The 
spacious halls of the central University 
in this city, if not full to overflowing at 
once, will be so in a very short time. 
8t. Vincent’s College is one of the oldest 
institutions of learning in tbe city, It is 
full of boys and young men, who always 
make great progress under the patient 
and able care of the fathers in charge. 
The Baptist College is on the hills 
went of the city toward the Cahuenga, 
and the Presbyterians have theirB on 
the extreme eastern limit of Boyle 
Heights. Both of these young institu­ 
tions are in a very prosperous condition. 
The Harvard School for Boys is in 
operation, and is well patron izad. 
The Occidental Academy, formerly the 
McPhereon, has recently reopened. It 
is in charge of Professor J. W. Parkhill, 
an experienced and practical educator. 
The school is very favorably known, and 
as a consequence it is largely attended 
by pupils from this city and from the 
country. 
The Los Angeles College for YouDg 
Ladies, in charge of Rev. Doctor 
Hanna, is one of the institutions of 
which Los Angeles is very proud. 
Doctor Hanna has spent his life in the 
work of education, and he is assisted by 
a corps of very able teachers in all de­ 
partments. One of the features of the 
school is the attsntion paid to physical 
development; bat that haB become to be 
a necessary matter in all good schools, 
whether for girls or boys. 
The Sisters of the Catholic church of 
several orders have schools here. The 
8isters of Charity have been engaged in 
a noble work for nearly half a century 
here. They are now puttiDg up a fine 
school for the accommodation of their 
pupils. It will be on a most sightly 
place on Boyle Heights, and will cost a 
quarter of a million of dollars. On Pico 
Heights, southwest of the city, another 
order is now patting up a fine school. It 
is nearly ready for use. Still another 
order of Sisters has just completed a fine 
school at Pomona. 
At Glendale, near the city, is St. Hil­ 
da’s Hall, a fine edifice, nsed as a girls’ 
school by the Episcopal church. Ac its 
head is a gentleman of very great ex­ 
perience in his profession, and he is as­ 
sisted by a very competent corps of 
teachers. 
There is Woodbury’s Business College 
in the city, and several private schools for 
boys, or girls, or both. There are art 
schools, in music, painting, drawing, de­ 
signing, and there are schools exclnsively 
French, and others where careful atten­ 
tion is paid to German. 
There is not a city in the Union of 
twice, nor of four times the Bize of Los 
Angeles better supplied with schools, 
educational privileges of the very highest 
order, and in all imaginable branches, 
than abound here. 
A FARMERS’ UNION. 
The Santa Ana Board of Trade 
Will Organize One. 
The Santa Ana Board of Trade has 
adopted a plan for a Farmers’ Union, 
which, if successfully carried out, will 
offer a model that might wisely be car­ 
ried out in other communities where this 
particular class stands ia need of encour­ 
agement and assistance. 
They propose to open, in connection 
with the other work of the board, a sort 
of Farmers’ Exchange, where they 
can meet when they are in tbe 
city, and with the aid of tbe 
directors of the hoard form some 
sort of a permanent protective organiza­ 
tion. 
There will be a room where the 
farmers when in town can meet, and 
where they can make Ibeir headquarters. 
In connection with it there will be a 
bulletin board where they can post 
notices of their wants in the way of pur­ 
chase, sale or exchange of agricultural 
implements or other articles. 
Those 
who wish to borrow money on their 
crops or lands will be given a chance to 
deal with parties who have money to 
loan, instead of 
working through 
middle-men. 
Through this organiza­ 
tion the Secretary of the Board 
of Trade will he able to keep 
informed in the matter of the condition 
of the crops, and to give information as 
to the condition of the market. 
Combination among farmers of any 
district can affect excellent results in the 
matter of securing freight rates from any 
point where there are competing lines’, 
and can arrange for the more rapid 
handling of freight where there is only 
one line. Where farmers are preparing 
for Bhipmeats, but give only a limited 
notice 
it 
is 
frequently impossi­ 
ble 
for 
freight 
agents to ar­ 
range for a sufficient number of cars. 
The result is not infrequently that a de­ 
lay is occasioned. Working together 
and giving due notice to the Secretary of 
the organization the shippers could 
probably avoid these difficulties. 
There are a variety of other advan­ 
tages w hich might grow out of such au 
organization, especially when worked in 
connection with the Board of Trade. 
The plan is in a m- asure unique, and 
some features of it. it has been suggested, 
might be successfully adopted in this 
•ounty.

Redondo is to the doabting and weak- 
kneed "boomer” what tonic is to the 
debilitated. No one can pay a visit to 
this new resort and not have his faith 
confirmed in the future of his section. 
The 10 o’clock train to the beach yester­ 
day by the Santa Fe route, carried a 
large number of passengers. An hour 
was passed in traversing the lower quar­ 
ter of the city, the Vernon district, with 
its stately trees, its fertile gardens, and 
the great sewer pipe factory. Then fol­ 
lowed the Green Meadows country, with 
its flowing wells, its alfalfa fields, fat 
flocks and herds, and thrifty farms. Soon 
Inglewood, with D. Freeman’s mansion, 
General Fremont’s home, the big 
continuous brick 
kiln, the floral 
plantation, the College of Applied 
Sciences in embryo, Mr. Freeman’s great 
brick warehouse, now fall of grain, was 
passed, and then the brown stubble 
slopes of the Bausal Redondo ranch 
followed, with great Btacks of hay and 
heaps of grain sacks all over it. At last 
the beach was reached. An hour spent 
in the surf on a bottom as soft as 
feathers, and where the water is not 
more than kaee-deep for two miles aloBg 
the shore, made one forget that the past 
few weeks were rather sultry in Los An- 
gelee. The bath-rooms are most com­ 
fortable in all their appointments. 
The pier is covered every day with 
dozens of people fishing. Yesterday all 
had excellent luck; but one man, who 
must have a mascot, hauled in on an 
ordinary line and a bamboo pole, a 
"yellow-tail,” weighing sixteen or seven­ 
teen poundB. "Yellow-fins” and mack­ 
erel abounded in thq surf. 
The new hotel will be a marvel of 
completeness when finished. It is all 
wings, so to speak, and the halls will be 
very long and wide. There will be no 
dark nor close rooms in the hotel, nor 
will there be one without a fine view. 
Verandahs abound on all sides, both on 
the lower and upper floors. The dining­ 
room and ballroom are semi-detached 
from the hotel, and will be one story. 
The dining room looks out over the sea, 
and is furnished with great bay windows 
fifty feet in circuit, which will be all in 
glass, allowing those in the room an un­ 
obstructed view of the sea. All the sev­ 
eral parts of the hotel are planned with 
an eye single to the comfort of the guests. 
On the landward side a large area will 
be laid 
out, the floor will be 
cemented, 
so 
as 
to 
afford 
a 
warm 
and shady place for the 
guests to sit in the open air and enjoy 
the afternoon. At intervals will ba 
placed rare plants to lend an esthetic 
effect to the place. It will be a most 
notable feature of the hotel. This 
hostelry íb of very large proportions and 
will accommodate a large number of 
guests. It is not of course so large as 
the Coronado Hotel, but it will fall no 
whit below that in the beauty of its fin­ 
ish nor in tbe elegance of its appoint­ 
ments. The hotel íb planned for winter 
as well as summer use, and the rooms 
are all provided with comfortable fire 
places. 
. 
The walls are now ready for the plas­ 
terers, and some mortar íb being put on. 
But it will be spring before it is ready for 
gueBts. There is so much still to do. 
An electric plant will be put in, lighting 
every room by incandescent lights. Arc 
masts will be placed all over the grounds 
so as to make them as light as day at all 
hours of the night. An ice machine will 
be put in, so that the hotel will have its 
own ice. Power will he furnished by a 
large Hazelton boiler placed quite outside 
the hotel buildinsr. The narrow gauge 
road of the company stops at the door of 
the hotel. 
Captain R. R. Thompson is at present 
at the beach. He is studying up the 
matter of putting in hot salt water baths, 
and for this purpose it is quite 
possible 
that 
the waters of the 
sale lakes near the beach will be used, as 
this water is many times denser than the 
sea water. Such a feature would be ex 
cellent for invalids who desire salt water 
baths as a tonic, * nd are not strong 
enough to endure the surf. 
At the south end of the hotel a set of 
steps thirty feet in width, with broad 
steps and long rises, has been constructed 
for the CDnvenience of guests. These 
steps are of cement, and lead directly to 
the shore. 
Thus in these dull times Captains 
Thompson and Ainsworth are building 
this fine hotel, have juBt completed a 
railroad and stocked it with elegant, 
cosy, comfortable, cool and airy cars. 
They are laying out streets and improv­ 
ing them, and in mauy other ways build­ 
ing up one of the finest seaside resorts on 
this continent. 
The Chautauqua Association is help­ 
ing in this work. Their building, an im­ 
mense decagon, is now complete to the 
roof. The walls are somewhat remarka­ 
ble, being all of rabble and cement. An 
iron roof supported by hollow iron pil­ 
lars will cover it. Tbe place will hold 
au immense number of people, seating 
them comfortably, and affording to all 
a perfect view of the platform occupied 
by the speakers.

Unusual interest

Democratic canvass in Ohio this year. 
Two elements of exceptional occurrence 
somewhat complicate the situation. 
A 
Republican 
Governor, 
J. 
Benson 
Foraker, is running for a third term—a 
circumstance 
absolutely 
without 
precedent in Ohio gubernatorial annals- 
and Mr. M urat H alstead, one of the 
editora and proprietors of the Cincinnati 
Commerrial-Ga:ette, is a self-constituted 
candidate for United States Senator. 
Daring his long incumbency of the Ohio 
gubernatorial office plenty of good Re­ 
publicans have become tired of Foraker. 
John Sherm an himself is said to be 
qnite hostile to the great “ bloody shirt” 
roarer, and the icy Senator from Ohio is 
a power in his own State. The tem pta­ 
tion to “ down” Foraker is a great one 
and unless he is a veritable “ child of 
destiny” 
his 
chances 
of 
passing 
into 
the 
“ limbo 
of 
things 
lost 
apon 
earth,” 
politically, 
at 
least 
are good. He is a politician of infinite 
Jinetee, however, and he seems to have 
th at same power of representing the 
average sentim ent of his own party, 
which Thomas A. H endricks had with 
the 
Democracy. Even G rant 
o 
reached him self, however, with all his 
unrivaled popularity, when he stretched 
oat his hand for a third te rm ; and yet he 
had the good sense and delicacy—as far 
as he could justify those term s—of allow­ 
ing Hayes to fill the executive chair four 
years before he appeared with his third 
term demand. 
Foraker is rushing upon 
a danger of whose force he is probably 
himself unaware, but it is unquestionably 
a great one. If he survives the ordeal it 
m ay be safely said that his hold upon 
th e Republican organization is almost 
unexampled. 
M urat HalBtead is 
undoubtedly 
great element of doubt and danger in the 
Republican canvass in 
the Buckeye 
State. 
He has been personal and bitter 
to as unprecedented degree in discussing 
the leaders of his own party, and he was 
absolutely fanatical in his onslaughts on 
Senator Payne, who, though a Democrat 
has hosts of friends in the Republican 
party. 
W hat between the secret desire 
of Republicans to see the party fail 
rather than that Halstead should suc­ 
ceed, and the great energy which will be 
im parted to the struggle on the Demo­ 
cratic side, through the special energy of 
th e Payne wing of the party, the chances 
look unusually good for Democratic suc­ 
cess. 
And 
yet, under ordinary circum 
stances, no politician of sense would care 
to look with any degree of hope on a 
Democratic victory in Ohio. 
In the 
paBt thirty-seven years our victories in 
th a t State could almost be counted 
on 
the 
fingers 
of 
one 
hand. 
They may be summed up in the election 
of Allen, Bishop and Hoadley as Gov­ 
ernor, and in the election of Pendleton 
and Payne to the United States Senate. 
Recurring to the several senatorial and 
gubernatorial elections in Ohio in thirty- 
seven years, we have scarcely succeeded 
more than once in twenty times. 
How­ 
ever, the circumstances just now are un­ 
usually propitious, and the time may 
have at last arrived to snuff out both 
Foraker and Halstead. The chances for 
achieving this most devoutly to be wished 
consummation 
are 
greatly increased 
by the special and deserved popularity 
of General Campbell, the Democratic 
nominee for Governor, who has a* good 
a military record as Foraker, without 
th at offensive person’s bounce, brag and 
self-sufficiency. 


O u r Republican friends in the Federal 
Treasury D epartm ent have taken hold of 
a momentous problem in relation to the 
public debt. 
W ith fresh energies as 
they return from their summer vacation, 
they are wrestling with the question, 
On which side of the ledger should the 
reserve fund for the redemption of cur­ 
rency notes stand?” It may be to these 
gentlemen a vital question, but it would 
be well for them to rem ember that it is 
purely technical, and that the people are 
not m uch interested in technical m at 
terB. 
The one pbaBe of the public debt 
which catches the popular m ind is the 
extinction of it. 
Under the four years 
of Democratic rule enormous reductions

about 
Mr. 
Cleveland’s book-keeping was that month 
by m onth the figures on the debit side 
of the public ledger were smaller and 
smaller, while the surplus grew and m ul­ 
tiplied until it became a serious ques­ 
tion how to handle it. In the last two 
m onths, while Mr. W indom’s assistants 
are puzzling their brains about where to 
enter up this redemption fund, the sum 
total of the public debt has increased 
largely, and the big Democratic surplus 
has almost disappeared from the books, 
and, what is worse, from the vaults. 
W hile the people do not well understand 
all the intricate questions belonging to 
the science oi double-entry book-keep­ 
ing, they do know well the philosophy of 
being more deeply or less deeply in debt. 
A constantly decreasing National debt is 
very popular with the American people 
and economical people as we are, we 
greatly prefer a surplus to a deficit. The 
people will take their turn at this book­ 
keeping business when their next reckon­ 
ing day arrives.

It 
commended to the standing Committee 
on Parks. 
Let us see what these gentle­ 
men can make out of the subject. 


I m p r o v e m e n t s now making at Redondo 
indicate a strong abiding faith in the 
future of this section on the part of those 
who are expending so much money at 
th at point. Redondo as a watering place 
m ay expect to draw for all time to come 
a large patronage 
from the Eastern 
States. 
It will be famous as a resort 
both in summer and winter. 
Surf bath­ 
ing is a delightful 
experience there 
daring a large majority of the days in 
midwinter, and in the dog days the 
sum m er

It is because they are confident 
th at a teeming population la soon to 
czovd every acre of the fertile fields 


I t i s the intention of the County Board 
of Supervisors to ask the State Board of 
Equalisation to reduce the assessm ent of 
this county at least to the level of a year 
ago, or lower. I t was too high then, and 
is much too high now. It is the custom 
of the State Board to visit this county 
and take off a list of property, setting 
opposite to the several parcels the sum 
at which it is assessed, and then what 
the property appears to have been sold 
for within a year. In the present year 
such a course will be very misleading, 
for several reasons. 
Many deeds are 
going on record daily as if the sales bad 
just been m ade, whereas contracts for 
the sale and purchase of theBe tracts had 
been made two or three years ago, and 
never put on record. 
Then a great 
many sales are merely “ sw aps,” and the 
price put in the deed is merely nominal. 
It is no criterion at all of w hat the prop­ 
erty would sell for, and generally repre­ 
sents the sum the owner had considered 
it worth during the “ boom.” He does 
not like to think he is losing money, and 
so makes the trade at a high figure. 
Linds are traded at $ 3 0 0 an acre that 
could not be sold at $200 on long time 
and easy terms. 
If the State Board fol­ 
lows such indices, they will follow a 
financial will o’ the wisp in many in­ 
stances. 
The m atter of equalizing the 
counties is a common sense proposition 
and if the purpose was to deal fairly to 
all an understanding m ight easily be 
reached, and the assessment of Los An­ 
geles would be reduced very materially. 


T o u r is t s coming to Los Angeles and 
to the outlying towns this winter, will 
find things much more to their liking 
than at any previous period in the his­ 
tory of this section. 
In all places they 
will find ample hotel accommodations, 
and at moderate cost. In the city or in 
country towns they will be able to find 
good comfortable houses to rent at fair 
rentals. 
La the city there are a multi­ 
tude of boarding-houses, well built, well 
furnished, well

The question 
of holding a State Convention in 1890 
was left to the discretion of the State 
Committee. 
A motion that the highest 
nomination of the convention be given to 
a lady was voted down. 
The work of 
seiectiDg a State ticket was then com­ 
menced, and the following ticket was 
nom inated: Secretary of State, Jesse H. 
Griffin; Comptroller, Mr. 
Reand, of 
ToDawanda; Treasurer, J . W. Bruce; 
Attorney Generol, G. A. H art; State 
Engineer and Surveyor, A. J. Kenyon; 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, W. J. 
Farrington. 
The platform adopted declares that 
prohibition of the liquor traffic, State 
and National, should be the dominating 
and dividing political issue until such 
prohibition shall have become a recog­ 
nized and settled policy of the Govern­ 
m ent; that license, high or low, is vic­ 
ious in principle and powerless as a rem­ 
edy ; that local option has proved unsat­ 
isfactory ; that it is the recognized duty 
of the coming Legislature to submit a pro­ 
hibition am endment, but protests against 
such submission by any political party 
whoseonly purpose is prohibition’s de­ 
feat. The platform further affirms that 
the right of suffrage rests on no mere cir­ 
cumstance of race, color, sex or nation­ 
ality ; the law should be so amended as 
to require ten years’residence for natural­ 
ization. It declares opposition to trusts 
and monopolies; approves Civil Service 
reform when rightly applied; holds that 
while the Government can afford, and 
ought to be just and generous to honor­ 
ably discharged soldiers and sailors of 
the Republic, the doors of the United 
States Treasury ought not to be thrown 
open to gratify the desires or satisfy the 
greed of claim agents and unscrupulous 
politicians.

S a n F r a n c is c o , September 5 .—Justice 
Field was the principal witness exam ­ 
ined in the Neagle case today. 
He 
briefly detailed a num ber r-f occurrences 
previous to the killing of Judge Terry, 
including the decision he had rendered 
against Mrs. Terry a year ago and the 
affair in the court room at th at time, 
which resulted in Terry and his wife 
being imprisoned for contempt. 
In re­ 
lating the tragedy at Lathrop last month, 
he said: 
“ Deputy M arshal Neagle and 
myself 
entered the dining-room 
at 
Lathrop for breakfast, and soon after 
taking our seats Judge Terry and wife, 
who were ou the same train, entered the 
room, and as they passed down the aisle 
Mrs. 
Terry 
glanced 
at me for a 
moment and then turned about and 
left the place. Judge 
Terry seated 
himself, but arose immediately and came 
towards me. Before I realized what he 
intended to do, I felt a powerful blow on 
my cheek. 
I turned around and saw 
Terry’s giant form toweriDg over me, 
with his clenched fist upraised. 
I then 
heard Neagle Bay: ‘Stop that, I am an 
officer.’ 
I then heard two pistol shots 
in quick succession, and saw Terry fall 
to the floor, 
i was dazed for a moment, 
but soon realized that Terry had re­ 
ceived a death wound, and I arose and 
left the room.” 
Justice Field in response to question? 
expieseed the opinion that it Neagle had 
not shot Terry, he (Field) would have 
been dead within the next five seconds. 
He said the expression on Terry’s face 
when he raised his hand to strike the 
second tim e, could not be mistaken ; it 
was full of malice and murder. Justice 
Field declared that he had never had 
any difficulty with Terry of any nature, 
whatever, prior to the 
renderiug of 
judgm ent in the Sharon case a year ago. 
In fact they had always been on most 
friendly terms. Terry had often tried 
cases 
before 
him 
and 
on 
en­ 
tering 
court 
had 
always 
spoken 
to 
him 
pleasantly. 
During 
the 
last year or two, however, he seemed 
entirely changed and to have lost the 
respect which he formerly had for the 
courts. 
Justice Field added that the story of 
hie having asked Terry to support him 
for President several years ago was pure 
fiction. 
As he left the witness-stand, 
the Justice rem arked that he was sorry 
there was no one on the other side to 
cross-examine him . The case will prob­ 
ably be concluded tomorrow, when Neagle 
himself will be examined.

W a s h in g t o n , September 5 .— In hiB of­ 
ficial report to the Departm ent of Justice, 
under date of August 21st, M arshal Franks 
says in obedience to the instructions of 
the D epartm ent, he had constantly exer­ 
cised the utmost caution for the protec­ 
tion of Justice Field and Judge Sawyer 
from violence by D. S, Terry and wife 
Of the assault in the dining room of La­ 
throp, M arshal Franks says Terry struck 
J ustice Field twice before Deputy Mar­ 
shal Neagle interfered. 
He continues 
“ Terry was a man of very large physique 
and great strength. 
His passions were 
apparently beyond his own control, and 
he waB most ready with the knife, 
weapon which he himself declared he 
had habitually carried for thirty years. 
Neagle is a man of slight build, and well 
knowing Terry’s violent character and 
skill with weapons, when he saw good 
reason to believe that Terry, so far from 
being deterred by the official warning 
‘to stop’ was desperately determined to 
take the life of Justice Field and his 
(Neagle’s) own life, Neagle prevented it 
in the only way any reasonable person 
conversant with the facts will prelend 
he could have ione. It will be clearly 
shown that there were not two seconds 
between Justice Field's life and the shot 
from Neagle’s pistol that saved it.” 
Accompanying the report are a num­ 
ber of exhibits containing information in 
connection with the tragedy and subse­ 
quent proceedings. One of them is a 
pam phlet giving an account of the con­ 
tempt proceedings before Judge Sawyer, 
in September, 1888,when, M arshal Franks 
says, “ Terry desperately resisted my 
officers, flourishing a knife and endeav­ 
oring to do violence, notwithstanding 
that the pistol of Deputy Taggat was 
levelled at his bead. 
He was then over­ 
powered by a num ber of men. 
At 
Lathrop ho had every advantage, and 
was on the point of completing hiB deB 
perate enterprise with only Neagle and 
Justice Field to oppose him .” 
Another exhibit is Judge Sawyer’s 
narration of the facts attending the gross 
insults to him by Mrs. Terry on a train 
between Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
August 24, 1888, while in 
company 
with 
her 
husband, 
which 
haB 
been greatly 
exaggerated 
by Mrs 
Terry's accounts of it. The Judge eavs 
Mrs. Terry merely twitched hie hair 
where it was short as she passed him in 
the aisle of the car, and no one but him ­ 
self, Mr. and Mrs. Terry and a Mr. 
Cowles noticed the action. Laleron the 
trip, the Judge says, Mrs. Terry contem­ 
plated an assault upon him with her 
parasol, but was deterred from attem pt­ 
ing it by the presence and attitude of 
two passengers to whom Judge Sawyer 
had spoken of the hair-pulling incident, 
and requested them to observe the future 
actions of the Terrys closely. 
In a subsequent letter M arshal Franks 
denies the statem ent of certain papéis 
that Neagle was a “ killer” of the border 
ruffian type, and asserts that his reputa­ 
tion was that of a peaceful, law-abiding 
man, but of much courage, which has 
been proven on several occasions.

A T T E M P T E D J A I I . D E L IV E R Y .

N e w Y o r k , September 5.—In an inter­ 
view upon his arrival here today, Legi­ 
tim e, the' deposed President of the Re­ 
public of H ayli, gave the following his­ 
tory of events in H ayti during the past 
year: “ On October 7, 1888, I was elected 
President of the provisionary govern­ 
ment of H ayti. Everything was done 
fairly and squarely in my election, but 
intriguing spirits in the North accused 
me of fraud and cheating,1 and General 
Thelemaque came down with an arm y to 
declare himself the desired President of 
the North and South. 
I, of course, re­ 
sisted his attem pts, and about a week be­ 
fore the general election my troops and 
those of the North under Thelemaque 
had au engagement and Thelemaque was 
killed. I did not conspire for his assas- 
ination. He was killed in battle, but my 
enemies in the North term ed Thele- 
maque’s death a deliberate assassination 
on my part and kept up a cry against me. 
We had heard th at four deputies from 
the North were on board the steamer 
Haytien Republic with evil designs, and 
of course it was prudent for us to seize 
them . The seizure of this vessel was en­ 
tirely a mistake—a mistake for which we 
were sorry, and this was evinced in ih e 
speedy manner in which we turned her 
over to har owners, together with a large 
indemnity. I was duly elected Pres­ 
ident 
of 
H ayti on 
December 
17, 
1888. My election was 
formal and 
regular. 
W ar, 
you might say, was 
begun at this period, and soon after my 
accession to power, circumstances and 
iny rights and my people’s rightB forced 
uie lo engage in it. The war has been a 
bloody one and of long duration. 
Hip- 
poly te came down 
from the North, 
sweeping destruction before him and 
spilling blood in a most shameful and 
diabolical m anner, and I can assure you 
that the loss of so many lives pained 
me. 
Finally, finding that the increasing 
number of the northern arm y threatened 
my southern country with destruction, I 
decided that the wisest and most proper 
course for me to pursue was to resign 
and retire quietly and peacefully from 
the country. 
I was not forced to leave 
Hayti, nor was there any surrender. My 
departure from Port-au-Prince was in­ 
deed an ovation to me. I love my peo­ 
ple, and I have every reason to believe 
that they love me. It is very possible I 
shall spend a year in France, and then, 
perhaps, return to H ayti. My return, 
however, is undecided, and depends en­ 
tirely on the state of things.”

A. GRAND MEMORIAL 
REUNION. 


M»ny Notables Present—Speeches by 
President Harrison, Governor 
Bearer and Others.

P h i l a d e l p h i a , September 5 .—The Old 
Log 
College celebration, under the 
auspices of the Presbytery of P hila­ 
delphia, North, began today on the old 
Tennent farm, near Hartaville, Bucks 
county, Pa., where the college 
was 
originally located. The farm is twenty 
miles from Philadelphia. The exercises 
of the day were really commemorative of 
the foanding of the Presbyterian Church 
in tha U nited States. The Log College 
was established in 1726 by W illiam 
Tennent, and flourished until 1742, when 
Princeton College was founded, and it 
may be said the Princeton institu­ 
tion sprang up from the primitive college 
established by Tennent. 
President Harrison and Postmaster- 
G eneral W anamaker were present, hav­ 
ing driven over from W anamaker’s coun­ 
try seat this morning, a distance of eight 
miles. Farm houses along the route 
were decorated, and the ride was a con­ 
tinual ovation. Tents have been erected 
on the Tennent farm, and an immense 
crowd from the snrrounding country and 
Philadelphia, including prominent Pres­ 
byterian divines from all the country, 
are present. 
At 11:50 the President and Mr. W ana­ 
maker entered the large ten t and were 
given a most enthusiastic welcome. 
As 
soon as the party was seated the first 
paper of the day was read by Rev. D. K. 
Turner, of Hartsvilie, descriptive of the 
foanding of Log College and the useful 
career of its founder. 
He was followed 
by Rev. R. M. Patterson, of Philadelphia, 
editor of the Presbyterian, who delivered 
an address on the Log College evangelists. 
Rev. Dr. M urray, dean of Princeton 
College, delivered an address, followed 
by Rev. Dr. M cllvain, 
President of 
Hampton 8ydney College, Virginia, on 
the influence of the Log College in the 
Sooth. 
W hen President 
Harrison 
rose to 
speak 25,000 persons present cheered 
him repeatedly. He said in part: “ I 
thank you for your hospitable treatm ent 
of me and mine today, but I m ust say 
I have much pleasure in being here, 
for every imüulee 
of 
honest 
pride 
which 
atirs 
yonr 
hearts, 
moves 
mine. 
I am glad to stand here at 
the source of a great movement. 
I have 
seen the Mississippi river pouring its 
enormous flood into the Gulf, imd I have 
had the pleasure of standing at the source 
of the great Missouri, but what are the 
force and energy implied by these with 
the movement inaugurated here? Ia m 
g'ad to be here to help celebrate one of 
these great impulses 
springing from 
sm all beginnings, and yst now far-reach­ 
ing in its results and efforts! I don’t 
want to unduly exalt the Presbyterian 
C hurch, and yet I think historians who 
have been untouched by partisanship, 
testify that it baa been magnificently 
pressed onward. Let us take no backward 
step. Let us continue to merit the favor 
of God and do his work antil the world 
shall cease to move. Steadfastness is our 
characteristic. Our enemies have called 
it obstinacy, and there are occasions 
when even that trait and that character­ 
istic have its service. Let us, my friends, 
continue to be steadfast to the faith, nur­ 
tured and strengthened on this sacred 
spot.” 
At the close of the President’s address 
there was a scene of wild excitem ent for 
five minutes. Men and women cheered, 
waving their handkerchiefs. After sing­ 
ing the hym n, “ Nearer My God to 
Thee,” the morning exercises closed at 
1 :30 p. m. 
The President and party 
were escorted to a tent, where a bounti­ 
ful lunch was spread. At the conclusion 
of lunch the President and party started 
back to W anamaker’e. 


The departure of the President did not 
86dm to lessen the size of the crowd. 
At 
the afternoon Bession Governor Beaver 
read an address eulogistic of Log Col­ 
lege and its founder. 
Postmaster Gen­ 
eral W anamaker spoke 
briefly, and 
closed by suggesting the rebuilding of 
the old Log College in a form as nearly 
resembling the original as possible, a a a 
memorial of Tennent, Whitfield and the 
early 
Presbyterian 
heroes. 
Letters 
of regret were read from Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Alexander, of New Y ork; Rev. Dr. Mc- 
Cosh, ex-President of Princeton college, 
and Governor Green, of New Jersey. 
After several other short addresses the 
celebration ended at 6 o’clock by the pro­ 
nunciation of a benediction by Rev. J.W . 
Scovt, the venerable father of Mrs. H ar­ 
rison, and the most memorable day in 
the history of Bucks county, and one 
which will be remembered by those pres­ 
ent, was brought to a close.

K e e n e , N. H ., September 5 .— Secre­ 
tary Windom, who has been in this city 
several days with his family, was seen 
today in relation to the reported retalia­ 
tion on the part of the Mexican Govern­ 
ment on account of the alleged rnlings of 
the Treasury Department adverse to the 
importation in the United States of 
Mexican lead ores, and in regard to the 
imposition of duties on Mexican vessels. 
The Secretary, after reading the dis­ 
patch carefully, said th rt in regard to 
lead ore this Governn eat had not re­ 
cently entered upon any policy shutting 
out ihe products of Mexico. 
No ruling 
had been lately made on the subject, ex­ 
cept certain instrnctious to collectors of 
customs on the border to prevent the 
fraudulent importation of Mexican lead 
ore. 
The question as to the classifica­ 
tions of lead ores has been for some 
time pending in the Department, but no 
decision in regard to the matter has yet 
been reached. 
As to imposing duties on 
Mexican vessels, the law imposed a dis­ 
criminating duty of ten percent, on goods 
imported in foreign vwwIh. except ves­ 
sels of nations with which the United 
States has treaties on the subject. The 
President is authorized to relieve other 
nations from that discriminating duty, 
upon satisfactory proof that such coun­ 
tries do not levy such duties on our ves­ 
sels. As Mexico does levy such discrim­ 
inating duty on goods imported in Amer­ 
ican sailing vessels, there is no power to 
relieve her vessels of such duty.

A STRANGE CASE. 
W as Frank Tyler Pelsoncd or Dio 
B e Suicide. 
Coroner Meredith held an inquest yes­ 
terday afternoon at 3*o'clock on the body 
of Frank C. Tyler, the young man who 
died at the Police Station Thursday 
morning. When he was first taken to 
the station none of the officers could rec­ 
ognize him, but after his death Officers 
Boequi and Auble both recognized him aB 
the son of ex-Police Captain Tyler. He 
was found, as stated in Thursday's 
Herald, in a low dive on New High 
street, unconscious from the effects of 
some drug. * Every effort was made to 
save him, but the narcotic had so dif­ 
fused itself throughout his system that 
no antidote could overcome its effect. 
Dr. Wing, who attended the man, was 
the first witness sworn. He testified that 
he was called to the station and found 
the deceased unconscious from the ef­ 
fects of a poison which he thought was 
either morphine or opium. His pulse was 
almost gone, but on applying the stomach 
pump and the usual antidotes the de­ 
ceased began to breathe and show signs of 
life. The doctor left but was called up by 
telephone a few minutes before 2 o’clock 
Thursday morning and informed of his 
death. Dr. MacGowan testified to making 
a postmortem examination on the body. 
No traces of poison were found, bat the 
physician said that the treatment in such 
cases would wash away any poison con­ 
tained in the stomach. Dr. MacGowan 
expressed the opinion that death was 
caused by opium or morphine poisoning. 
Lizzie Majors, alias Maude Preston, 
one of tbe most inveterate users of mor­ 
phine in this city was next sworn. She 
said she lived on New Higfi street, near 
Alpine, and made her living by taking 
in washing. She said she met deceased 
in a saloon on New High street, last 
night. 
She was 
with 
another 
woman, Alberta Beiseg, 
who was 
stopping at her house. Tyler 
in­ 
vited 
them 
to take a glass of 
beer, and they accepted his offer. They 
then left the saloon, followed by the de­ 
ceased, who spoke to them, asking 
where be could find a joint. Witness 
asked him what he meant, and he re- 
Ílied: "Where do you get a pipe?” 
hey arrived at her houBe, and he 
wanted to go in. He looked rather queer 
at the time, and sat down in a rocking- 
chair. It was proposed that they get 
some beer, and he took out some money 
and sent her after it, but before Bhe 
got to the saloon she discovered 
that he had not given her sufficient 
money with which to purchase the liquor. 
She returned to the house and got more, 
and again returned to the saloon. When 
she got back the deceased was uncon­ 
scious. She tried to rouse him, but not 
succeeding, sent for the police officer on 
the beat, and had him telephone for the 
patrol wagon. She said that the deceased 
proposed that they go to Sacramento to­ 
gether en the evening train and that his 
actions were very strange. The witness 
never met him before Wednesday even­ 
ing. 
Witness, on cross-examination, 
said she used morphine bat never gave 
it to any one. 
Alberta Beiseg, who was stopping with 
the Preston woman, was sworn, and cor­ 
roborated the story told by the preceding 
witness. 
Henry T. Woods, a teamster who lives 
in the house, was sworn. He said thut 
he knew the deceased by sight, and bad 
always seen bim driving a wagon. Wit­ 
ness said be was called between 11 and 
12 o’clock Wednesday night by the two 
women, and found deceased lying on the 
floor unconscious. He told the women 
to get an officer, and the deceased was 
taken away. Witness said that Tyler 
told him on several occasions that he 
had taken morphine. 
Michael Moran testified that he was a 
bar keeper in the saloon at 365 New 
High street. The deceased was in tbe 
saloon at 10 o'clock aióne and afterward 
came in with the women. . They had 
<irinks and left, and in about fifteen 


minutes one of the women came into the 
place and said he was dead. 
Officer Stewart, who lives at New 
High and Alpine streets, testified that he 
was called by Maude Preston, and on 
going to her house found Woods bathing 
the deceased with water. They said 
they did not know what was the matter 
with the man. The officer telephoned 
for the patrol wagon at 10:45. 
O ncroes-exam ination, w itness said he 
had seen deceased about, but had never 
know n him to eD ter a disreputable place 
before. 
Officer Bosqui testified that ho 
had 
known 
the 
deceased 
for 
two 
years 
past 
and 
never 
knew oi him frequenting houses 
of prostitution, or places where opium or 
morphine was sold. On investigation 
he found that deceased left his wife at 
about 0 o’clock on Wednesday evenini 
and carne over to the city, but could fiu< 
nothing in regard to his movements from 
that time until he went into the saloon. 
W. A. Tibbets testified that he was 
the lather-in-law of the deceased, who 
took sapper at his home in East Los An­ 
geles, after which he got on the car to go 
to the city, stating that he would return 
soon. Witness learned that he met a 
man on Main street about 8 o'clock, with 
whom he took a drink and said he was 
going home. He was in good health ap­ 
parently, and as far as witness knew, 
had no cause to be deep indent. He had 
been married about four years and had 
one child. 
The jury found that the deceased 
came to hiB death by morphine poison­ 
ing.It íb a strange e*?e, and those who 
have investigated it are of the opinion 
that the man vas given an injection of 
morphine by the Preston woman, which 
proved fatal. 
His domestic life, as far 
as could be learned, was happy, and as 
there does not seem to be any reason for 
him to take his life, the above men­ 
tioned theory is the only one in which 
any credeace is placed. 
BAILEY CAGED. 
H e la A rre tte d H e re , a n d W ill lie 
N eat N o rm . 
Chief of Police Glass and Detective 
McCarthy, of the Los Angeles Detective 
Bureau, arrested Frank L. Bailey, the 
missing San Francisco stcck broker, who 
is wanted in that city for forgery. For a 
long time Bailey was- the manager of 
General Bid well’s ranch at Chico, where 
he was also engaged in a general store. 
He went to San Francisco and started in 
the brokerage business. He had cus­ 
tomers in Chico, and made a habit of 
running between the two places. One of 
his customers in San Francisco was A. 
Sweeney, a bar-tender In the LickHouse. 
Bailey held a block of stock of Sweeney’s 
which amounted to $2,000, and wanting 
some money he forged his customer’s 
name for that amount. Fearing arrest 
and conviction for his crime, he wrote a 
letter to Sweeney, in which he stated 
that it would be useless to look for him, 
as before the epistle would be delivered 
he would be at the bottom of the bay, 
where two weights would hold his 
body beyond the reach of grappling-irons 
and fishes. The letter was published in 
the H k b ald , and for a time the affair 
caused quite a sensation. Bailey had no 
intention of committing suicide, and in­ 
stead of going to tbe bottom of the bay, 
ekipped out and remained in places 
where he waa unknown. The fact that 
he was living soon leaked out, and the 
detectives set to work to find him. De­ 
scriptions were sent out and he was 
located in Southern California, and 
was known to be in this city 
during the past week. 
Detective 
McCarthy learned this fact, and 
started out to look him up, finally locat­ 
ing him at the United States Hotel, 
where he had registered under the name 
of J. F. Bromley on Monday last. Chief 
Glass was consulted, and at 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon he waa arrested at 
the hotel. He was taken to the station, 
and a telegram sent to San Francisco an­ 
nouncing hie capture and asking for in­ 
structions. No reply having been re­ 
ceived at midnight he was locked up in 
the City Prison. Bailey appeared en­ 
tirely at his ease, and said he was not 
afraid to stand trial, but said be had 
been foolish iu trying to make people 
believe he had committed suicide, as he 
had adopted no disguise, and had not 
taken any great precautions to avoid 
arrest.
